III Le, Wearticle and object to you the ſaid Dr. Richard Bentley, That you have 
frequently ſince your being admitted Maſter of the ſaid College, in Breach of your ſaid 
Oah, and in Violatlon of ſeveral of the Statutes of the ſaid College, unneceſſarily and 
protutely waited and expended ſeveral great and exceſſive Sums of Money, part of the 
Common Stock of the taid College; and particularly in ſome few Years after your
